STUYVESANT FISH ' 


Mr. Stuyvesant Fish, the owner of 


the handsome estate, "Crossways," in 
this city, and a prominent New York 
financier, died very suddenly in the 
banking rooms of, the National Park 
Bank in New York on Tuesday, He 
was a man of imposing physique and 
had apparently been in his usual ex- 
cellent health until he was suddenly 
seized with heart weakness and died 
at once. His'wjfey who was for many 
-years a'leader iri New York and New- 
port society, died several years ago. 


Mr, Fish was a descendant of-the' 


old New York family' of. that name, 
his father being'Hamilton Fish', who 
:was Governor of New York, and was
